St Joseph's College 
Undergraduate Association 
approved by a unanimous 
vote to allocate $2,750.00 for 
the purchase of a Novabeam 
Projection Television and a 
Video Cassette Recorder. 

"The cost to rent recent 
major motion pictures runs 
$400.00 per film. This 
coupled with the distri- 
bution company asking for 
an occasional percentage of 
the gate, made 'Film Night' 
not too profitable."

He added, "Last 
year we spent about $600.00 
on film costs; now with the 
purchase of the projection 
system we're going to come 
out ahead." 

The projection television 
is a Kloss Video Novabeam 
Projection Model 2 with a 
five foot screen. Another 
larger model, the Novabeam 
A-10 with a ten foot screen 
was also selected. But with a 
$3,800.00 price tag, it was 
more than the U.A.'s budget 
could afford. Accompaning 
the novabeam, is a 
Mitsubishi VCR, in the 
VHS format. 

It will be set up in the '245'

Update 

The N. Y. U. 
Faculty Resorces 
Network Program

On November 20, Sister 
George Aquin O'Connor 
and Sister Elizabeth Hill 
attended the innaugural 
luncheon for the commence- 
ment of the Faculty 
Resources Network Program. 
This program was the 
brainchild of President 
Brademas of New York 
University and of an 
advisory board of ten 
college presidents in the tri- 
state area. Funded through 
a grant from the Ford 
Foundation, the Faculty 
Resources Network Program 
focuses on meeting 
contemporary challenges 
and rejuvenating intellectual 
output. 

Approximately seventy 
institutions were invited to 
participate in this program, 
of which only nine were 
chosen. These nine colleges 
of the tri-state area are: 
Fairfield University, Conn., 
Manhattan College, both 
Mary mount campuses, 



Upsula, N.J., Skidmore, 
N.Y., St. Peter's, N.J., 
University of Hartford, and 
St. Joseph's College. These 
colleges were selected on a 
wide variety of factors 
including the stability of the 
faculty, both on a large 
scale, and their position in 
the tri-state area. The 
colleges, themselves, based 
their decisions on the 
various attributes of the 
proposal, personal interest, 
and their desire to benefit 
conclusively from their 
employment of the diverse 
resources. This grant Is 
guaranteed for at least two 
years, and according to 
Sister Elizabeth Hill, 
coordinator of the project at 
St. Joseph's, there is great 
expectation that the 
Network will continue for 
six semesters, ending in the 
spring of 1987. 

A liaison officer will be 
appointed by each college. 
Through the liaison officer, 
all faculty and administration 
will be invited to attend 
lectures, seminars, and 
workshops as well as utilize 
N.Y.U.'s extensive facilities, 
including the libraries and 
labs. This is an extre- 
mely beneficial opportunity 
for the faculty to experience 
and partake in this special 
program. 



Each semester, all the 
faculty members of the 
participating colleges will be 
invited to become New 
York University Associates. 
At St. Joseph's five 
members have been 
designated as University 
Associates. This semester. 
Dr. Radus, Dr. Nevins, Sr. 
St. Francis, Sr. Helen 
Ciborski and John .Hazzard 
will be granted course 
auditing and extensive 
facility privileges. By the 
end of spring 1987, thirty of 
the St. Joseph's faculty will 
have had participated in the 
Network. 

The third level of 
participation is the Scholars 
in Residence Program. 
Each semester, two faculty 
members from nine colleges 
will be selected to become a 
Scholar in Residence. After 
being released from their 
academic affairs, they will 
be in residence full-time at 
N. Y.U. Selection is 
performed on a competitive 
basis as well as proposal of 
research plans. They will 
receive a travel allowance 
enabling the Scholars to 
attend various academic 
functions. In addition to 
this, Scholars in Residence 
receive research and clerical 
aid. Two studio apartments 
will be available on the 



N.Y.U. campus. 

The Faculty Resources 
Network Program will 
provide the faculty with an 
opportunity for the 
refreshemnt of scholastic 
work in a structured 
environment. Active 
participation will lead to 
curriculum development 
and increased academic 
growth. Looking towards 
the Network with great 
expectations, the St. 
Joseph's faculty will hope to 
enrich the academic 
environment of the college 
by their experiences.'
